Advocates of. Evacuation, 


Less enthused with patriotism 
than their brothers at Coblentz, the 
Mayence Germans are, nevertheless, 
confirmed advocates of evacuation.

‘Occupation no longer has any 
reason to. exist,” Dr. Ehrhart, tall, 
Lionde Burgermeister, told me. 


Foreign Garrisons. 


“These foreign garrisons stay 
here, without any contact with the 
population. They are foreign by 
language and foreign by customs. 
Many of the soldiers’ families live 
in houses requisitioned for them, 
but from which the. Germans have 
never moved.

"Nanking. A comprehensive 
scheme providing for the employ- 
ment of all disbanded officers and 
soldiers i in various.

ed at the fifth session of the Mali- 
tary Reorganization and Disband- 
ment Enforcement Confererice. The 
acheme contains détailed measures 
for employing the disbanded officers 
and . soldiera. in the following 
waysi— .

“WEATHER REPORT. 


Yesterday's weather report, fore. 
chat ond remarks, issued by ‘the 
Royal Observatory -at Ag p.m, 
stated :— 


Pressure is highest over Japan 
and relatively low’in the Pacific to 
the east of Luzon, A depression 
Temaing over Tongsing. 

Loca] Forecast :—S.E, or variable 
winds, moderate, fair to-showery. 
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THE ORIGIN OF TYPHOONS. 


Ber for the fact that ample, warn- 
ing was given, the typhoon which 
passed over the Colony on Thure- 
day might have been as destructive 
as that of September 16, 1906, That 
disastrous storm gave no inditation 
of its existence until close to Hong 
Kong, and consequently no adequate 
warning of its approach could be 
given by the Observatory. In two 
hours enormous damage was done 
afloat and ashorc, and thousands of 
lives Jost, including about sixteen 
Europeans, among whom was the 
This week's 
unwelcome visitant gave good notice 
of its’ coming, and the Colony was, 
prepared to receive, the intruder. 
So far as is known at. the moment 
of ‘writing, there’ has been no loss 
of life, the’ damage afloat has been 
negligible, while’ the destruction 
ashore — though repretenting a 
serious sum in the aggregate—docs 
not include ‘anything’ which {may 
be regarded as, really disastrous. 


Hong Kong escaped very lightly, 


thanks to the timely warnings given 
of the proximity of the typhoon, 
thereby allowing ample time to pre- 
pare for ‘the blow. ‘Improved com- 
munications between various Obeer- 
vatories along the China Coast and 
even much further afield, and parti- 
cularly' the receipt of information 
from and ‘the sending of warnings 
to ships by wireless have ‘very large- 
ly minimised’ the dangers of these 
cyclonic. storms so far, as shipping 
is concerned. Vessels at sea can, 
if necessary, steer'clear of typhoons, 
thanks to the information broadcast 
from shore stations or by near-by 
ships. We on shore cannot dodge the 
storm:path that swept over us, but 
we can—-and do—make« all, snug’ 50: 
that the damage done is as little 
as possible. That the Colony 
escaped so slightly on Thursday is 
due kolely to the -fact that we were 
warned in good time of what. to!

, There is need for more complete 
knowledge of the meteorological 
epnditions in ‘the regions where 
tropical cyclones storms form, in 


‘larder to’ teat the ¢orrectness of the 


various theories of -the origin of 
cyclones that have becn brought 
forward at different times. Our 
knowledge is very incomplete. even 
as‘regards the frequency of: their 
occurrence, the paths which they

The ‘idea that ‘tropical cyclones 
are of rare occurrence appears ty 
have been held by many metcoro- 
logists, and has probably arisen ‘be- 
cause, on the average, only a small 
‘proportion of the total area within 
the tropics is affected annually by 
winds of hurricane strength, and 2 
largo part of. this proportion is 
Open ocean traversed only occa- 


sionally by ships. In considering 


the exchange of. air between the 
tropical’-nnd tempefate zones, the 
numerous lesser systems of low 


‘pressure are probably, in the. Jong- 
run at-least, as important as tho 


relatively few destructive stormis. 


Visuer gives a.table of annual. fre- 


quencies of recorded cyclones. In 


view of the large number of storma 


and disturbances that: are not re- 


corded, the Ggures are conservative 


estimates, much’ below the - true 
totals. These give an annual total 
for all classes of cyclone of more 
than 173. Two other points of parti- 
cular interest that the brought, out 
in the paper under notice are:— 
(1) The unexpectedly large numbei' 
of cyclones that occur . within 8 
degrees of ‘the equator in the Pacific, 
especially in the neighbourhood of 
the East Indies; (2) ‘the apparent 
absence of any kind of direct re- 
lationship between: the number of 
cyclones that occur. in the Pacific 
and,the physical state ofthe sun, 
as revealed by the number of dark 
spote that are visible. 


With regard:to the first point, 
}two cases of cyclones originating 
not more thin 4 degrees from the 
equator in'the North Indian Ocean:

been recorded. Visuer was inform- 
ed’ by the Director of the Japancse 
Imperial Marine Observatory that 
the meteorological . conditions « at 
Jaluit indieate typhoons west and 
south-west of that island, and in a 
table giving particulars.of the place 
of origin of typhoons that were first 
reported within. 8 degrees of the 
equator, Wisner “gives one--in 
latitude 4 degrees \N., and several 
in latitude § degrees N. . These 
cases ore intercsting in that they 
show that although some. deflexional 
effect of the earth’s rotation is neces-" 
sary, to. prevent. air f flowing 
directly into a ‘centre of low pres- 
sure and so filling. it’ up, the 
amount need only be very small.

There acems, in general, 
to be somo alight “positive ‘corre.

It should be 
noted, however, that variations in 
the completeness of the information 
about the number of storms that 
occur each year would give’ rise to

“The management of the 
affairs ‘of the Club shall be vested 
in o General Committee consist- 
ing of the’ Officers and: six other 
members, three of which shall re- 
present. the “ Soccer.” Section, 
and three éhall represent, the 
“Rugger” Section.” ~ 
Rule 6 to be deleted. 

That the Gencral Committee: be 
empowered to appoint a profession- 
al firm of Accountants as 
Treasurers and to fix their re 
muneration notwithstanding any- 
thing in the present Rules of, the 
Club to the contrary. : 


Speaking. on this matter, Mr. 
Ralston said that the suggested al- 
terations ‘were the outcome’ of re- 
ports made by the Sub-Committee 
to the. General Committee, which 
have been accepted by the latter, 
and he thought all would agree that 
they were long’ overdue. The in- 
crease of one member in. each of 
the soccer and rugger sections was 
essential in order to enable. the 
Committee, which was too small, 
to get a quorum.’
